ROM many who don’t know racing, 
and from an increasing number of persons 
that what racing needs is a 
Sometimes this opinion is preceded by a 

The idea has not yet grown to the im- 
portance of an issue. But it is crystalizing, the 
idea that we need a head man—if not a czar, at 
least a spokesman. It has occurred to enough 
people that the next adverse wind might blow 
the weathervane around in that direction. 

This trend—if it is a trend—is developing at 
the same time we are witnessing the apparent 
decline of the czar system in another great 
sport, baseball. It may not actually break down, 
of course—we have no prophecies to make on the 
matter—but it is going in that direction now. 
Since the new czar came in (technically he hasn’t 
yet come in as a paid employee, but he is function- 
ing as a mouthpiece, at least), he has been able 
to alienate the natural affection of racing people 
for baseball, stir up the worst press baseball has 
had within our recollection, and give indications 
that he intends to remain in the field of politics, 
both on the stage and behind the scenes.

In racing today there are a sizeable number of 
people who are scanning the horizon in search 
of a tall, dignified, arrow-straight, overpowering 
figure who would look good at the head of racing. 
If such a man is discovered by a large number of 
searchers, we might find ourselves facing an issue 
sooner than we think. Even though we see no 
present means of establishing a head man for 
racing, we must begin to think along those lines, 
simply because so many minds are seeking that 
way. Ideas gather momentum rapidly these days, 
and what you say to the next man who proposes 
aczar for racing may be important in deciding 
whether we have one or not. 

Possibly there will come a day when it will 
seem best to take this leap. But let us look a 
long, long time before we take it. 

In this country we all, know the necessity of 
delegating power. We had better know also that 
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every delegation of power is a hazardous thing. 
We had better give no weapons we cannot take 
away. But regardless of what powers we hand 
to a head man, he automatically comes into pos- 
session, ew officio, of the sharpest sword of all— 
access to the public, through the newspapers, 
magazines, books, radio, television, movies, the 
directly spoken word. This is a delicate instru- 
ment, made in Damascus, with two edges, and so 
fine that you can bend it back to the hilt. It 
should be saved for necessary occasions and not 
waved around promiscuously. In unskilled hands 
it is likely to wound friends as well as enemies. 
Its backlash is even likely to draw blood from the 
man who holds it, as in the case of the incumbent 
on the baseball throne. 

So, if racing thinks that some day it may need 
a leader, let us be in no hurry to hand him the 
sword. There are two big reasons against mov- 
ing without deliberation. 

First, racing doesn’t yet know its own mind. 
It has no adequate processes for democratic pro- 
cedures, and we must have these procedures in 
order that we may reclaim power from anyone 
who has proved unworthy of it. These are de- 
veloping. Many organizations have functioned 
over a large number of years. Now, we hope, we 
are seeing the beginning of a new trend, the cre- 
ation of localized Thoroughbred clubs, where the 
many new people in the sport may sit and talk 
with those who have loved it before them. But 
at present racing is made up of departments, see- 
tions, factions, and has difficulty functioning as 
a whole. Before we have a leader we need to de- 
vise means by which he can represent racing as 
one group. 

Second, the man we need is not likely to be 
found; he must be developed. We can’t go to 
Washington, take a taxicab, then an elevator, 
walk into his office, and make him a proposition. 
He isn’t there. He hasn’t been there. He prob- 
ably isn’t going there. Maybe we'll find him over 
on the backstretch some morning. But we had 
better walk around him a good many times and 
look him over before we trust him with cutlery.

Delaware Opening 


HIS tourist was strongly advised by a friend 

not to go to Delaware Park, “because,” he 
said, “you'll never be satisfied anywhere else.” 
This to a Kentuckian, mind you. But Delaware 
is certainly one of the nation’s more pleasant race 
tracks. In the first place, it’s set well out in the 
country, and while the view across the infield may 
not matter much to persons who can see no 
farther than the odds board it’s just as well to 
have a good one anyway. Furthermore it is built 
with a view to enabling as many people as pos- 
sible to see the horses, the most unusual feature 
being a great shoulder of ground at the first turn, 
overlooking the walking ring on one side and the 
track on the other. It is thus possible to keep 
track of pretty much everything that is going on 
from this elevation and—this is the miracle—it’s 
a full furlong to the nearest pari-mutuel window 
in the grandstand. 

At the end of this raised section, and on around 
the turn, is a cool grass-grown shady area, liber- 
ally scattered with benches, where the tired horse 
player may retire to consider the vagaries of life 
at the race track. This gives the affair something 
of a picnic air, and though I did not actually see 
anybody unwrapping fried chicken, this was part- 
ly because in the East the chicken is classed with 
the dodo, and partly because post time for the 
first race is not until 3:30. 

Delaware Park was built, very much as Keene- 
land was, by men who never expected to make 
anything much out of it, and in fact the Delaware 
racing law is expressly designed to make profes- 
sional promotion a non-paying business. The 
track has been particularly generous in the mat- 
ter of purses, increasing them steadily according 
to the prosperity of the meeting, and an increase 
in the current scale is expected during the sec- 
ond week. Last year they were jumped a matter 
of 60 per cent or so during the meeting, and with 
support as strong as it is this year something of 
the sort is likely to happen again. 

A rather tremendous amount of money has been 
spent on the track, which was pretty recalcitrant 
at first about staying in shape. It must be in ex- 
cellent condition now, because although there was 
an almost torrential rain the night before open- 
ing day, the track was classified as fast for the 
first race. The stable area is laid out excellently, 
the stables being placed well apart. Separated 
from the barns are small bunkhouses for stable- 
men, which serve the dual purpose of giving bet- 
ter living quarters for the men and of materially 
reducing the hazard of fire. The public generally 
likes Delaware Park, but that isn’t so much the 
point; every race track has to make adequate pro- 
vision for its betting customers. Horsemen like 
it extremely well, and they’re not quite the easiest 
breed in the world to please.

and rather light-waisted daughter of “Mahmoud 
out of the good race mare Manie O’Hara. She 
was bred by E. D. Axton, at Louisville, and cost 
$21,000 at last summer’s yearling sale at Lexing- 
ton. She broke in front but dropped to second 
under a light hold and then came with fine speed 
through the stretch to win easily. Of the others 
you might keep your eye on Howell Jackson’s 
Red Shoes, an “Easton filly which was right with 
the leaders to the stretch turn, where she went 
almost to the outside fence, and then closed very 
fast to be third. 

This was more or less expected, but Cedar Farm 
had to knock down the favorite to win the Chris- 
tiana. R. W. Collins had brought over from Nar- 
ragansett Park a very flashy Don Leon colt named 
General Don, which had won his only earlier start 
by eight lengths. He is a tall long-legged colt, 
very powerful in the hindquarters, with a blazed 
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Saturday, June 9, 1945 


face and three white stockings. He is inbred to 
Lee O. Cotner, which in turn was full of High 
Time, and he looked a real speedball. 

Jockey Bobby Sisto hardly rode his best race 
on the favorite. He was away all right but not 
in front, and on the extreme outside. Neverthe- 
less Sisto sent him up with such a rush that he 
went the first quarter in :22%5 seconds and was 
four lengths in front at the end of it. Well into 
the stretch he seemed to have the race won but 
Lovemenow, a deep-chested, strong-bodied Menow 
colt, ran him down in the last furlong and drew 
clear. It was a track record but that wasn’t to 
be taken seriously—the 41'-furlong distance 
hadn’t been used at Delaware Park before this 
year. Lovemenow also came from the Keeneland 
sales, being bred by Willie Lee Nutter, and he 
seems quite a bargain at the $8,600 paid for him. 
He has now won two for two, and if you care for 
coincidence the Christiana was the first stakes 
winner for Pavot last year. 


Capacity House 


HE next day was Decoration Day, and this by- 

stander found himself dubiously mixed up 
with a Northern holiday, complete with a parade 
with Yankees in it. Two or three miles long it 
was, and never a wisp of Confederate grey. How- 
ever, the horses that came down in front during 
the afternoon were chiefly from Virginia and 
Kentucky. 

To say that Delaware Park was full would be 
to give you an incomplete impression. It was 
full before the first race and several thousand 
people came in after that. The total was around 
30,000, and if that sounds small beside the figures 
for Jamaica, remember the space they had to go 
in was small, too. A sardine is a bad comparison, 
because a sardine is dead and doesn’t mind. After 
the second race the infield—and the track’s high- 
ly treasured steeplechase course—was opened to 
the public. It was a kindly invitation and well 
meant, but according to this onlooker’s count 
there were exactly 253 persons who took advan- 
tage of it before the third race, and these were 
mostly children who were not eligible to buy 
pari-mutuel tickets. Your true horseplayer takes 
his totalizator for better or worse, in sickness 


or in health, and he will not leave it for such 
trivia as light and air and room. 

The Wilmington Handicap had to be split, 
which helped in the production of a very good 


holiday card. Salto was backed into indecent odds 
for the first division, but the race was won by 
Crispin Oglebay’s Boy Knight, an_ individual 
which is distinguished in the fact that he is the 
only yearling ever to top the Saratoga sale of 
his year and then win himself out afterward. He 
led all the way and Johnny Gilbert had only to 
show him the whip during the last furlong to keep 
him going. Boy Knight, now a 4-year-old, is be- 
ginning to fill out and to develop something of a 
crest. He went wrong at the 1944 Delaware Park 
meeting and had not started since. 

The second division was a much greater 
with New Moon as the victim. He seemed a 
certain winner into the last furlong, when Edge- 
hill Stable’s Blue Wings, a light and rather leggy 
Blue Larkspur gelding, came with a remarkable 
run to wear him down in the last sixteenth. New 
Moon’s half-brother, Quarter Moon, made some 
amends by winning the next race. New Moon 
Wasn't supposed to stop and did; Quarter Moon 
Was supposed to and didn’t. This is the kind of 
thing that confuses young players.

Curtain at Jamaica 


HERE were, as the Grey Lag Handicap and a 

wandering thunderstorm approached at Ja- 
maica on closing day, a conservatively estimated 
20,000 persons on the terrace in front of the 
grandstand and club house. When George Cas- 
sidy pressed his button he aparently released 
both, and when this onlooker dropped his glasses, 
in 1:4945 by the official timer, there wasn’t any- 
body in sight in those areas. I have paid to see 
magicians do tricks that impressed me less. Pre- 
sumably the crowd had scuttled under the stand— 
at least it emerged thence a few minutes later 
about as fast as “Olympic Zenith went to the first 
turn. Estimates made by fire departments and 
the like on how fast a given area can be emptied 
of a given number of people obviously err grave- 
ly. Now you see 20,000 horseplayers, now you 
don’t. But the sun was shining uncertainly by 
the next race, so that Jamaica had rain for only 
one race in its entire meeting, not counting a few 
scattered drops that disturbed no one. 

To go back to the Grey Lag, the favored Alex 
Barth moved to the leader midway of Jamaica’s 
broad turn to the stretch, and this was apparently 
too soon. He struggled gamely when Stymie 
ran up to him, and the issue was in doubt for a 
full furlong, but the Equestrian colt was drawing 
away at the end. He had been nowhere for seven 
furlongs, but he was a sharp horse through the 
last quarter-mile. Alex Barth should improve 
with the race. He looks considerably better than 
he did at the end of last season, carrying quite 
a bit more flesh. 

Twenty-Six won the Youthful after a stiff duel 
with the Snark colt Misleader in the stretch. He 
is a rather long, deep-chested, light-waisted colt, 
and he won his first race while standing in his 
stall. He was, you may remember, second to Easy 
Spell on opening day, and when Easy Spell turned 
out to be another horse altogether the purse was 
awarded, several days later, to Twenty-Six. This 
cost the Chance Play colt a four-pound smaller 
allowance in the Youthful, but he didn’t need it. 

The maiden 2-year-old race went, as usual, to 
a horse from Maine Chance Farm’s stable, this 
being a filly named Pure Gold, by *Blenheim II, 
bought from Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Stoner Creek 
Farm for $13,000 at the Keeneland auctions. 
Trainer Tom Smith, unfortunately, was _ not 
around to enjoy it. He had been attacked by a 
Negro stablehand that morning, and severly beat- 
en about the head with a hammer. As these lines 
were written, however, his condition was not con- 
sidered serious. Pure Gold is another of those 
beautifully schooled 2-year-olds, getting down to 
her work like a veteran. Though the Boojum 
filly Axiom beat the gate nearly two lengths Pure 
Gold ran her down steadily, and won by a con- 
siderable margin.

As nearly as anyone has been able to establish a 
monopoly in one of North America’s great tradi- 
tional races, the Toronto sportsman H. C. Hatch 
has done so in Canada’s No. 1 race, the King’s 
Plate. His score is now five times in the last ten 
years, twice in the last two. His winners: Mon- 
sweep in 1936, Goldlure in 1937, Budpath in 1941, 
Acara in 1944, Uttermost in 1945. 

In the field of 16 3-year-olds some crowding was 
all but inevitable, but Uttermost, starting from 
No. 13 post pesition, was able to keep clear of it. 
Bobby Watson, riding his second successive King’s 
Plate winner for Mr. Hatch, rated him fairly close 
in the early running, moved him up within easy 
striking distance of Fair Patsy’s pace on the back- 
stretch, and after the latter weakened took the 
lead from Optionor in the last furlong to win by a 
comfortable two lengths. Tarian beat Ferry Pilot 
a neck fér second money, and the winner’s stable- 
mate Fair Jester, which finished two and a half 
lengths farther back, was running on with such 
courage at the end that his owner announced he 


would be sent to Louisville for the Kentucky 
Derby. The Hatch entry was odds-on.

He is the second foal of the 
speedy Uppermost, winner of 15 races and 
$22,065, including the Schuylerville and Troy

Coronation Cup. Uppermost’s first foal, Sayo- 
nara, like Uttermost, won the Winnipeg Futurity. 

On June 2 at the Thorncliffe-at-Woodbine meet- 
ing, Uttermost won the $3,000 added, 1',6-mile 
Prince of Wales Plate, with Optionor second, 
Ferry Pilot third, earning $2,255. 

In the crowded space of this week’s issue most 
of the stakes at Woodbine’s colorful meeting (with 
crowds estimated up to an almost unbelievable 
40,000) have been omitted. But the Victoria 
Stakes on May 26 was won by an extremely 
promising 2-year-old, Cosgrave Stable’s Wind- 
fields, by the national equine hero Bunty Lawless

Just after the Bradley-bred filly Busher, run- 
ning for the first time in the silks of the Holly- 
wood producer Louis B. Mayer, won her first start 
since her victory last fall in the Selima Stakes, 
the Bradley-bred Sir Bim, owned by the Holly- 
wood actor Don Ameche, was an easy winner of 
the San Felipe Stakes. Busher had scored by five 
lengths in the $4,000 Rancho Santa Gertrude 
Purse, for 3-year-old fillies at six furlongs, which 
she negotiated in 1:12. For Sir Bim, it was his 
second victory at Santa Anita on consecutive Sat- 
urdays. In his previous performance, also at six 
furlongs, he had run the distance in 1:1045, justa 
second over the track record of Leading Article. 

Sir Bim broke alertly to make the pace, closely 
followed by Bismarck Sea, which he shook off on 
reaching the stretch to pull away by three and 
one-half lengths.

Nine starters made up the field in each division 
of the Wood Memorial, the traditional New York 
preview of Kentucky Derby candidates. |The 
Derby nominees in the first half included all but 
the lone filly starter Gallorette; in the second half 
all but Sir Francis and the maiden Balladry. 

Favorite in the first division on the basis of his 
smart victory in the Experimental Handicap on 
the opening day of the meeting, Jeep kept faith 
with his many supporters. After Flood Town and 
Greek Warrior, closely followed by War Jeep, had 
all but eliminated themselves in a destructive bat- 
tle on the pace, Gallorette momentarily gained the 
lead in the stretch but could not withstand the 
closing bid of Jeep, which came on to be winner 
by two lengths. The *Challenger II filly easily 
held off Dockstader by a similar margin. The 
latter came from sixth place. After the race, 
Trainer Ruff announced Jeep would be shipped to 
Louisville for the Derby. 

Jeep had worked 1% miles in 2:07 at Jamaica 
two days before the stakes. Including his two 
1945 stakes victories in as many starts, Jeep has 
started 11 times, won four races, finished second 
once, third twice, and has earned a total of 
$36,245. All his wins have been at Jamaica. For 
his pedigree and family notes see THE BLoop- 
Horse of May 26, page 801. 


Fred W. Hooper, Florida road contractor and 
cattleman, who recently began to develop a Thor- 
oughbred nursery at Montgomery, Ala., has been 
a leading buyer at the yearling sales the past two 
seasons. He announced from Hialeah Park this 
winter that he thought he had the Kentucky Der- 
by winner in Hoop, Jr., named for his son. The 
*Sir Gallahad III colt was a promising 2-year-old 
early in 1944, running a fast race in :59 for five 
furlongs at Suffolk Downs. He had _ worked 
brilliantly at Hialeah Park before being shipped 
to Jamaica, where on May 15 he impressed the 
clockers by working a mile in 1:40%5. But in his 
1945 debut at Jamaica, as odds-on favorite in a 
six-furlong race, the colt had early speed but flat- 
tened out badly to finish fourth to the filly Gal- 
lorette, runner-up to Jeep in the first half of the 
Wood Memorial. Overnight he lost all his boost- 
ers among the New York Turf writers. 

Alexis, by virtue of his clean record at Pimlico, 
was installed the favorite, with Polynesian and 
Red Pixie better liked than Hoop, Jr., which had 
the capable services of Eddie Arcaro, who has 
been riding with exceptional brilliance this spring. 
At the break Arcaro rushed Hoop, Jr., to the 
front, accompanied by the grand-looking Red 
Pixie and Polynesian, while Alexis was away 
fourth. Going into the far turn Hoop, Jr., was 
allowed to open up a comfortable lead after beat- 
ing off Red Pixie. Polynesian was then closest to 
the leader until challenged by Alexis, then Sir 
Francis, in the final furlong. At the end Hoop, 
Jr., was two and one-half lengths in front of 
Alexis, which was more than a length before Sir 
Francis. Polynesian finished fourth, five lengths 
behind the third horse. 

According to Arcaro, a strong wind blowing 
across the course bothered the horses on the turns 
and was responsible for the rather slow time for 
the running of both divisions. Hoop, Jr.,’s race 
was four-fifths of a second faster than Jeep’s.

Fighting Fox, high-class brother to the famed 


Gallant Fox, made the beginning of an excellent 
reputation for himself as a sire through the per- 
formances of his first crop of 2-year-olds in 1944. 
But the new supplement to the American Stud 
Book shows only eight living 2-year-olds of 1945 
by him. Only two of these, a colt and a filly, 
were sold as yearlings last year. The colt, a very 
promising, strongly made individual out of Stony 
Stare, was offered by A. B Hancock at the Keene- 
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land Summer Sales and went to Trainer H. H. 
Battle’s bid of $9,200. 

Mr. Battle was bidding for the account of Mrs. 
Louise Donovan, sister-in-law of Miss Gertrude 
Donovan, whose Fighting Fox colt Fighting Don 
had won the Great American Stakes earlier in the 
season. Mrs. Donovan named the colt Fighting 
Frank, the Fighting for Fighting Fox and the 
Frank for her husband, a Muskegon, Mich., war 
products manufacturer. The combined stable 
may count itself extraordinarily successful: Miss 
Donovan owns one horse, the stakes winner Fight- 
ing Don, and Mrs. Donovan owns two horses, both 
purchased as yearlings last year, and one of them 
now a stakes winner. (The other is the Mere- 
worth-bred filly Breezy Louise, by Ariel—Posted.) 

For his debut Fighting Frank attempted the 
ambitious task of winning the Bashford Manor. 
He took the early lead from Lt. Bill and drew out 
to win comfortably by two lengths. The Indian 
Roeks Stable’s (H. D. Ulmer’s) Inroc, which may 
have been a little crowded in the early stages and 
went moderately wide on the turn, moved up well 
at the end to beat Bold Regards three lengths for 
the place.

Frequent rains at Louisville during the Keene- 
land meeting and the subsequent Churchill Downs 
meeting have confused the horse players trying to 
figure out the condition of the track. On days 
when the course would appear dry and fast on top 
the sub-soil would be damp and spongy, thus de- 
ceiving the uninitiated. Such was the case for the 
running of Keeneland’s Blue Grass Stakes. Ear- 
ly in the afternoon the management announced 
over the loudspeaker that the course was “slow,” 
a condition modified to “good” by the time the 
stakes came up as the sixth race on the program. 
Many horsemen, however, were inclined to regard 
the course as “slow” late in the afternoon, even 
though on the surface it appeared almost dried 
out. 

Mainly because of his keen performance in 
winning the Derby Trial a week previously, Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s Burning Dream was singled out 
as the favorite, to emulate the performance of his 
sire Bimelech. Trainer James W. Smith was not 
certain the colt would like the condition of the 
track, because he is a long-striding horse of the 
type generally more suited by firm footing. But 
he was running in blinkers for the first time and, 
with this added equipment, it was thought his 
chances might be enhanced. Next to the Bimelech 
colt in the public fancy was Calumet Farm’s Pot 
o’ Luck, a Chance Play colt with the best 2-year- 
old record of any of the starters and winner of 
the Ben Ali Handicap on the final day of the 
Keeneland meeting. As the race turned out, it 
was an oversight to have neglected the grey colt 
Darby Dieppe, winner of his two starts at 
Churchill Downs, including one in the mud. 

Air Sailor and Sea Swallow were the first to get 
clear of the field in what was to be a roughly run 
race. Jockey Thompson got pinched back with 
Burning Dream at the clubhouse turn:and lost a 
lot of ground moving to the outside on the first 
bend. Fighting Step was on the inside in fourth 
place during the early stages, Bymeabond fifth, 
while Darby Dieppe was ninth and Pot o’ Luck a 
clear last, several lengths behind the field. 

The order of running remained about the same 
down the backstretch and into the far turn, except 
that the field began closing up on the leaders. 
Bymeabond, former stablemate of Burning 
Dream, moved with a rush approaching the head 
of the stretch, just as Burning Dream was pre- 
paring to make his challenge. Air Sailor and Sea 
Swallow went wide, while Fighting Step and 
Burning Dream, nearly abreast of the leaders, 
were seriously interfered with when Bymeabond 
bore over. Burning Dream was knocked off his 
stride and practically eliminated, as was Sea 
Swallow, but Fighting Step had better luck in 
overcoming the interference. Pot o’ Luck, on the 
extreme outside, was momentarily bothered by the 
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As the massed field turned into the home- 
stretch Darby Dieppe was fortunate to slip 
through the hole on the rail, while the crowding 
was taking place, and snatch the lead from Air 
Sailor. From then on he moved swiftly in the 
deeper footing along the rail to draw out by over 
two lengths. After Fighting Step got straight- 
ened out, he overtook Air Sailor in the closing 
strides to finish second by a nose. Pot o’ Luck 
closed swiftly on the extreme outside to pass all 
the tiring horses and earn fourth money, less 
than a length behind Air Sailor. He and Best 
Effort were the only starters in the race with no 
weight allowances. The winner paid a_pari- 
mutuel price of $38.20 for a $2 ticket. After the 
race Jockey F. A. Smith, rider of Bymeabond, 
was suspended for the rest of the meeting for 
causing the interference at the head of the 
stretch. 

Later Burning Dream’s trainer, Jimmy Smith, 
said he thought his colt deserved a chance in the 
Derby, as he came out of the race in good condi- 
tion. He was hoping to have the saddle services 
of Eddie Arcaro in the Derby, but if the Green- 
tree Stable should start Devil Diver in the Metro- 
politan Handicap on the same day, it appeared 
doubtful early this week that Arcaro would be 
available for a Derby mount.

Darby Dieppe’s sire, *Foray II, was bred by 
Marshall Field in Ireland and was out of the 
noted producer Black Ray, also the dam of “Ja- 
copo and other stakes winners. Mr. Field also 
bred Darby Dieppe’s dam *La Croma and brought 
her to this country as a weanling in 1929. He 
raced *Foray II in England, where he won six 
races at two and was at the top of the Free 
Handicap. At the end of his 4-year-old season 
(1938) “Foray II was brought to this country to 
enter Ellerslie Stud at Charlottesville, Va., as the 
joint property of Mr. Field and A. B. Hancock. 
In 1941,, shortly after *La Croma was covered by 
him, *Foray II broke a pastern while turned out 
in his paddock and had to be destroyed. 

After *La Croma was bred to *Foray II in 
1941, Mr. Field included her in a small group of 
mares consigned to the fall sales at Lexington 
that year. She was bought for $1,000 by John W. 
Galbreath, of Columbus, who sent her to his Dar- 
by Dan Farm at Galloway, Ohio, where Darby 
Dieppe was foaled February 22, 1942. Last year 
he raced for Mr. Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm 
Stable, mainly at Detroit, but he won his first 
start at Churchill Downs. After that he was 
second a number of times at Detroit before win- 
ning a race. At the closing of the Detroit meet- 
ing he was beaten ten lengths by Air Sailor in his 
final 1944 start, at 1446 miles. It was reported 
he was sold for $7,500 in Miami last winter to 
Mrs. W. G. Lewis, of Evarts, Ky., a small moun- 
tain town in the southeastern part of the State. 
Mrs. Lewis is the wife of Dr. P. O. Lewis, a Har- 
lan County coal mine operator, who received the 
trophy for Mrs. Lewis after the running of the 
Blue Grass Stakes. He was accompanied by his 
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daughter, Mrs. Jack Langley, whose husband is a 
lieutenant in the service overseas. Charles Gen- 
try, trainer of Darby Dieppe, is a brother of Olin 
Gentry, manager of Idle Hour Farm near Lexing- 
ton, and of Lloyd Gentry, trainer of the Derby 
Mexicano winner Checkerhall. 

By winning the Blue Grass, Darby Dieppe be- 
came the first stakes winner for his sire and dam. 
Altogether he has started 16 times, won five races, 
firished second six times, third once, and has 
earned a total of $17,050. His dam, *La Croma, 
was sold by Mr. Galbreath in Dezember, 1943, to 
John H. Hislop, Columbus realtor. She has a 
suckling colt by Burgoo King and is in foal to the 
same sire, now standing at Mr. Galbreath’s Ohio 
farm.

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DETROIT'S MEETING 


oe planning to race their stables at 
the Detroit Fair Grounds were encouraged 
on June 5 by the order of the Michigan Supreme 
Court temporarily setting aside the injunction 
against racing in the State issued on April 28 by 
State Circuit Judge Guy A. Miller in Detroit. As 
the higher court is not expected to pass on the 
merits of the injunction until November, the De- 
troit Racing Association will be free to hold a 
meeting during the intervening period. 

George W. Lewis, general manager of the asso- 
ciation, told THE BLoop-HorRSE by long distance 
phone early this week that an 85-day meeting 
would begin at the track on Saturday, June 16, 
and extend until September 22. Purses will range 
from $1,500 to $15,000. The important races will 
carry overnight (non-stakes) conditions in ac- 
cordance with the customary policy of the associa- 
tion. There will be twilight racing each day ex- 
cept Saturdays and holidays. 

The injunction suit, originally instituted last 
November by residents living adjacent to the 
track to prevent the association from building 
horse barns near their homes, on the grounds that 
they constituted a nuisance and a fire hazard, re- 
sulted in Judge Miller’s ruling that the Michigan 
racing law is unconstitutional. 

The dates for the summer meeting were ascer- 
tained too late to be included in the list of racing 
dats appearing on page 868. 


FRED ARCHER'S RIVAL 


RED ARCHER, England's greatest jockey, 

was a tall, bony genius of horsemanship 
whose profession brought him continual wasting, 
physical misery, ill health, and finally death. He 
took his own life in a typhoid fever delirium on 
November 8, 1886, at the age of 29. When the 
great Archer passed on a little Yorkshire rider 
named Charlie Wood, who could eat heartily and 
still ride at 108 pounds, had been seven times 
runner-up on the list of leading jockeys, and the 
year after Archer’s death he stood at the top, 
more or less as a matter of course. 

On June 2, 1945, at the age of 90, Charlie Wood 
died at his home at Eastbourne. He had lived 
on happily long after he finished riding his 1,750 
winners, and on December 16 last year he cele- 
brated the sixty-ninth anniversary of his wedding. 

Charlie Wood rode three winners of the Derby, 
“St. Blaise in 1883, Galtee More in 1897, and “St. 
Gatien, which dead-heated with The Harvester 
in 1884. He rode winners for Lily Langtry, Lord 
Rosebery, and many others, lived well and mod- 
estly, kept his earnings, died wealthy. While the 
Germans were pelting England during the early 
vears of the war he was bombed out four times.

Three Men of the Turf 


ONDON, May 27.—You might imagine that 

the racing world here is deeply concerned 
with the forthcoming general election inasmuch 
as a new government might take a bad view of 
racing and might attempt to restrict its activities. 
That, I think, is quite a remote contingency. There 
are always elements in Parliament which are 
hostile to racing, but, although now and again 
they make a fuss, the good sense of the House 
is usually such that their protests do not get very 
far. It is true that, for some reason, anti-racing 
elements usually range themselves on the side of 
the Left, but it would be quite wrong to imagine 
that the Labor Party is opposed to racing. In 
fact, I think that any political party which at- 
tempted to interfere with the sport would quickly 
become at odds with the electorate. 

The only justification for any interference with 
racing would be a series of events comparable 
with the European war now ended, which might 
conceivably make racing impossible. That is a 
fantastic supposition which may reasonably be 
dismissed. We are, in fact, looking forward to 
an increased number of programs for the second 
half of the season. 

In passing, three very important persons, all 
keenly interested in racing and breeding, have 
been selected by the Prime Minister, Mr. Churchill, 
to carry on his so-called Caretaker Government. 
The first of these is Lord Rosebery, who, with 
Lord Derby, may be regarded as one of the two 
leading figures of the Turf. Lord Rosebery is 
now the Secretary of State for Scotland, and be- 
comes a member of the cabinet. The Duke of 
Norfolk will continue to perform the duties of 
joint parliamentary secretary to the Ministry of 
Agriculture. This does not carry with it cabinet 
rank, but is an official government appointment. 
There is also Lord Lovat—to the best of my 
knowledge, a newcomer to politics. Lord Lovat, 
who has a distinguished military career, and who 
is an agriculturalist of note, as well as a breeder 
of race horses, is to be joint parliamentary secre- 
tary to the Foreign Office. 


Dante's New Rival 


ORD ROSEBERY’S star seems to be in the 

ascendant just now. He has recently had 
the good fortune to win the Newmarket Stakes 
with his Hyperion colt Midas. Midas won his 
race so impressively, that he has jumped from 
outside rank to become a joint favorite with Dante 
for the Derby (June 9). 

The Newmarket Stakes is not a classic event, 
of course, but it is a race of some standing, and 
was won as long ago as in 1893 by Isinglass. The 
late Lord Rosebery won it with Ladas, prior to 
winning the Derby with the same colt in 1894. 
In more recent years it has been won by Call 
Boy, Fairway, Hunter’s Moon, The Scout (bred 
and owned by Mr. Woodward), Windsor Lad, and 
so on. It is intended to be a sort of half-way 
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house between the Two Thousand Guineas and 
the Derby, and is run over a mile and a quarter, 
Here is the result.

The point about the race was that Midas, which 
won just anyhow, beat Grand Master, which had 
previously won the Free Handicap in very con- 
vincing style. There appeared to be very little 
money for the winner, as the stable had not 
galloped him seriously; this was his first race of 
the season. He is a tallish colt, slightly angular 
and unfurnished, but by no means unprepossess- 
ing. Lord Rosebery bred him from Coin of the 
Realm, which was a fairly good race mare, al- 
though she did not win after two years. Hither- 
to she has only bred Felous, a very slow sort, 
Her dam, however, was the extremely good mare 
Plack, which not only won the One Thousand 
Guineas and the Jockey Club Cup of her year, 
but bred four winners, including Coin of the 
Realm and the wartime winner Afterthought. 
Plack is a daughter of Hurry On and Groat, by 
Junior. 

Dante, which is now being rivalled for Derby 
favoritism by Midas, appears to be much better. 
His eye is being treated, it is believed, with 
success, by a London oculist, and he is going very 
well in his work. His last gallop has shown his 
trainer that he looks like staying the Derby 
course. P. Booth, a North country race horse 
owner, has lent his horse Robin the Second to 
Sir Eric Ohlson, to lead Dante in his work. 

Referring again to Lord Rosebery, I should, 
perhaps, have mentioned that he had an unpleas- 
ant surprise at the same meeting at which Midas 
won. His 1944 Derby winner, Ocean Swell, was 
most unexpectedly beaten in a comparatively 
small race by Lord Derby's Borealis. Odds of 4 
to 1 were laid on Ocean Swell, but I rather think 
his rider, E. Smith, was done out of the race by 
the clever tactics of H. Wragg, who rode Borealis. 
Ocean Swell’s chance in the forthcoming Ascot 
Gold Cup is really not affected at all by this re- 
sult. His defeat, incidentally, was shared by Mr. 
Woodward's charming filly, Hycilla, which was 
making her first appearance of the season. 


I notice that Captain Boyd-Rochfort’s beauti- 
ful horse, or rather Lady Zia Wernher’s beautiful 
horse, Persian Gulf, is not among the acceptors 
for the Ascot Gold Cup. I can only venture the 
surmise that the leg which gave him trouble last 
year—there was a slight fracture of the cannon 
bone of the off fore leg—has given trouble again. 
The stable, however, can still be represented by 
the Oaks and Champion Stakes winner, William 
Woodward’s Hycilla. 


Another item of news is that Lord Miles Man- 
ton has recently joined the Board of the British 
Bloodstock Agency. Lord Manton, who, with his 
brother, the Honorable R. F. Watson, has for 
many years been a successful breeder and race 
horse owner, should prove a very useful acquisi- 
tion to the B. B. A.’s much overworked staff. 
Major David Nicoll, who for many years was asso- 
ciated with such success with his father at the 
Burntwood Stud, Winchester, is also joining the 
B. B. A. staff, where his considerable abilities and 
pleasant personality have quickly earned him a 
niche for himself. 
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California Farms: 
A Few of Them

Hemet Stock Farm 


HE Hemet Stock Farm, recently reopened, now 

is exclusively for Thoroughbreds. This farm 
was first used for horses in 1906, when William 
F. Whittier established it for harness horses. 
After his death in 1917 the farm was deserted, 
except when used occasionally for the Riverside 
County Fair. Then, in 1941, it was purchased by 
Raymond V. Morris of Coronado, to be used for 
harness and show horses. Morris is said to have 
spent over $25,000 improving the farm, but he 
died before he was able to make use of the place. 
In July 1948 the farm was sold again, to Alfred 
Jay Luke and Archie Sneed. They spent a good 
deal of time and money making more improve- 
ments, such as resurfacing the track to make it 
suitable for running horses. 

Although the farm is just a few blocks from 
the center of Hemet, and is faced on three sides 
by cottages and small business establishments, it 
has charm and picturesque beauty. The street 
is shut off by buildings and solid paddock walls 
on one side, and trees provide a screen on the 
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other sides. But it is still a surprise to find a 
stock farm only a few blocks from the main street 
of a busy small town. 

The farm’s white wooden main gate opens into 
a lane, about a quarter-mile long, which is bor- 
dered by enormous pepper trees. The stable area 
and paddocks have many of these graceful and 
cool-looking trees. A green lawn and rose bushes 
surround the office and main house. 

Charley Burnison is in charge of this lovely old 
farm. He has spent most of his life training and 
raising Thoroughbreds. There are 51 horses un- 
der his care, and there isn’t a bad-looking one 
on the farm. 

A good many of these horses are boarders, the 
largest number of them belonging to William ‘E. 
Boeing. Twenty-two of his horses recently were 
moved to Hemet from Ted Horning’s Ranch at 
Coneord. Several other mares and foals belong 
to other owners, and the rest are owned by Luke 
and Sneed. 

There are 40 acres in the farm. A _ half-mile 
track has a judges’ stand and a covered grand- 
stand that will seat eight or nine hundred persons. 
There are 26 acres of permanent pastures, all 
irrigated with underground concrete pipes. The 
fields have been limed and sown with a mixture 
of Australian bunch grass, alfalfa, clover, and 
Kentucky bluegrass. No dry feed is grown at 
the farm, but the hay is purchased from nearby 
Beaumont. Managers from several other farms 
had said that they used Hemet hay, so I was a 
bit surprised to find that this farm in Hemet used 
hay from Beaumont. I asked Charley Burnison 
for an explanation, and he said that what was 
called Hemet hay really was grown at a slightly 
higher altitude at Beaumont. 

The farm has four barns, 67 box stalls in all.

Three are long single-storied wooden structures, 
with a covered walk in front of the box stalls. 
There are tack and feed rooms in each barn, and 
another tall barn for hay and grain storage alone. 
There is also a three-stall stallion barn. The stal- 
lion stalls are arranged in a row, and padded to 
a height of four feet. Each stall has double 
doors opening into a covered walk, and another 
door which leads to a paddock, so the stallions 
may go in or out at will. 

There are four stallions at the Hemet Stock 
Farm. Two of these, Porter’s Mite and Grim 
Reaper, are the property of W. E. Boeing. 

Porter’s Mite is a 9-year-old bay by The Porter 
out of Minima, by Friar Rock. The Porter was 
America’s leading sire in 1937. Minima, not 
much of a race horse, also produced Maxima (dam 
of the stakes winner Motto), the stakes winner 
Woof Woof, the sire Sir Herbert Barker, and the 
producer Lady Minnie, dam of Stir Up. 

Porter’s Mite was bred by Col. J. H. Whitney, 
and was sold to Mr. Boeing at Santa Anita Park 
just after the horse became a 2-year-old.  Por- 
ter’s Mite went on to win $97,160, including the 
Belmont Park Futurity, in which he defeated such 
horses as Eight Thirty, Third Degree, and Johns- 
town. He won the Champagne Stakes, and set a 
world’s record, under 119 pounds, 6% furlongs 
(straight course) in 1:14%5. 

Porter’s Mite’s first foals were 2-year-olds last 
year. He will be bred to ten Boeing mares this 
year. Mr. Boeing is at present breeding neither 
of his stallions to outside mares, but he may in 
the future. 

The other Boeing stallion is Grim Reaper, a 10- 
year-old by *Sickle out of *Blue Dust, by Gains- 
borough. His dam also produced Dustman, a 3- 
year-old stakes winner last year. His second 
dam, “Golden Araby, tied for sixth place in the 
English Free Handicap, only five pounds below 
Fairway; she was imported in 1940 by C. S. 
Howard, with her daughter *“Goldrim, dam of 
*Civil Code. Grim Reaper won in two seasons, 
including the California Derby, and was retired 
after one start as a 4-year-old. He won $13,245. 
He is a well made, big, solid-looking horse, a trifle 
plump when I saw him. He was to be bred to 
six Boeing mares this year. 

One of the most symmetrical stallions seen in

a long time is Mrs. Archie Sneed, Jr.’s With Re- 


gards (1939, by Jack High—Loose Foot, by 
Terry). He is a downright pretty horse, and yet 
is masculine enough to satisfy a horseman. As 
he has been out of training only a few weeks he 
has not filled out like the other stallions. He 
has the flash and spirit so admirable in a Thor- 
oughbred, and yet is tractable and easy to handle. 
(The assistant starters at the Hipodromo de 
Tijuana will no doubt disagree with that last 
statement, as With Regards caused a lot of trou- 
ble at the post in his last few starts. But at the 
farm he is a well mannered horse. The farm’s 
stud groom had never been near a horse until 
last September, and Mr. Burnison taught him to 
be patient and gentle, yet firm, with the studs. 
All the stallions have become quieter and easier 
to handle since this apprentice stud groom has 
been in charge.) 

With Regards, which won 17 of his 49 starts 
and earned $78,225, might have done better if he 
hadn’t begun misbehaving at the post. He es- 
tablished a new track record in winning the Ar- 
kansas Derby. His dam, Loose Foot (owned by 
George C. Terry, a former manager of Elmendorf 
Farm in Lexington), did not race, but his sire, 
Jack High, won $130,280. With Regards was to 
be bred to eight mares this year and then put 
back in training. 

Another stallion entering the stud this year at 
Hemet Stock Farm is Luke and Sneed’s 4-year- 
old Barnello  (Bargello—Wracket Lady, by 
*“Wrack). This is one of the better California- 
breds of recent years; he won the California 
Breeders Stakes and the California Home-bred 
Stakes. He was booked to 14 mares this year. 

The mares on this farm are mostly well bred 
young ones. Mr. Boeing has 16 broodmares, six 
of them being bred for the first time this year. 
One of the nicest of these is Inspired (*Boswell— 
Memento, by Pennant). Memento is the dam of 
three stakes winners, Bring Back, Memory Book, 
and Jimmy Moran. Mr. Boeing paid $4,200 for 
Inspired at the 1941 Saratoga Sales. She did 
not start as a 2-year-old, and started only a few 
times at three and four, as she was not entirely 
sound. The other Boeing mares include Penesis 
(Pennant—Nemesis, by *Johren), Tropic Isle 
(Man o’ War—Exalted, by High Time), Charm

tion in Germany for only a month, having been 
moved there from Hungary, to escape the ad- 
vancing Russian army. 

According to the Hungarian Minister of Agri- 
culture, Paul Battha, all the horses on the farm 
are the property of the Hungarian government, 
which has been breeding them for 160 years. In- 
cluded among the horses is one which Battha 
values at one million dollars and which he says 
is the only pure Arabian horse in all of Europe. 
The farm also has twenty other stud horses, all of 
them branded with the royal crown of Hungary, 
which Battha said are worth nearly as much. 

“Really, they are too valuable to ever be sold,” 
he said. “All the horses here are so valuable 
that we would never want to sell them. They are 
the breeding horses for the finest animals in the 
entire world. Only the inferior horses are sold, 
All the others we keep.” 

When captured the farm was being operated 
by Battha and a retired Hungarian major gen- 
eral, Pettko Lzandtner, and three hundred Hun- 
garians who came with the horses when they were 
moved to Germany to care for them. 

“The Germans told us that the horses were go- 
ing to be moved to escape the Russians and we 
said that if the horses went, then we would go, 
too,” Battha explained. ‘These people have cared 
for the horses all their lives, and their fathers be- 
fore them were horsemen. They wouldn’t think 
of leaving the horses for someone else to handle.” 

Recently, Battha said, he received a telegram 
from the Swiss government inviting him to move 
the horses to Switzerland. The Germans, he de- 
clared, would have agreed to this rather than have 
the horses fall into American hands, but he was 
afraid that Allied planes would spot the long 
column on the road during the trip and bomb it. 

So highly prized are the stud horscs which bear 
the Hungarian crown that each has a young boy 
assigned to it to exercise and care for it alone. 
These boys are orphans and they live and sleep in 
immaculately clean stables with their horses. 

“Some day these boys will be the great horse- 
men of the world,” Battha explained. “They have 
a wonderful opportunity.” 

The horses are a special breed developed by the 
Hungarian government and are a cross between 
the Arabian and the English horse. Because of 
the Arabian blood the horses do not flourish in the 
humid climate of Bavaria, Battha complained. 

“These animals thrive on a dry climate and 
here there is far too much rain. There is plenty 
of green grass, however, and that is fortunate be- 
cause the Germans never gave us enough grain to 
feed all the horses.”
